The complainants, headed by Ferdi-
nand (J. Mclssner, will present evidence'
of their chargo that the service of the
company Is Inadequate, and its Increase
of fare from five to six cents unjust and,
unreasonable.

That the city had to spend (60,000 on
repairing the Frankford road to make
